Ranmuthu shows a current sense bias circuit (Figure 1), and associated method, 
for use with an MR head 168, comprising a voltage biasing portion 150 configured to 
provide a bias voltage across the MR head to establish a bias current through the MR 
head, a current sensing portion 180, coupled to the voltage biasing portion 150 and 
configured to sense a change in the bias current based on a resistivity change of the

MR head, first and second bipolar transistors 152, 154, with MR head interposed, a 
source for bias voltage 142, 144, first and second current sources 130, 120, first and 
second resistors 162, 166, and a motor 1116, and a storage medium 1112.
